dividend deposit or the dividend 
credit option is taxable and 
most be reported annually on 
Federal income tax returns, but 
the dividends and all other 
proceeds of the policies are not 
taxable, VA said. 

To change their GI dividend 
options, veterans should write 
to the VA district office which 
services their policies, making 
sure to include their insurance 
number and the new option 
1 they wish to elect, VA said.

The coat of 1,000 seed- 
lings, enough to plant an acre, 
is $7 for regular stock and $10 
for Christmas tree stock. 

The agency refuses to sell 
trees for ornamental or shade 
purposes, roadside or border 
planting within any city. 

The forestry division without 
cost will examine planting areas 
make recommendations and 
help fanners in ordering trees. 
These species are usually avail- 
able: black locust, white oak. 
yellow popular, black walnut, 
loblolly pine shortleaf pine, 
white pine, Scotch pine and red 
cedar. 

! The division encourages tree 
planting on areas not suitable 
for other crops to produce an 
income from forest products.

Emphasis will be placed on 
reaching persons who are most 
likely to have tuberculosis. X- 
rays will be given to anyone 
over 40 They will be given 
persons under 20 years of age 
only If they have positive read- 
ings on tuberculin skin tesla. 
According to Dr. Collins, Chair- 
man of Perry County’s Board of 
Health, a positive skin test does 
not mean that a person has tu- 
berculosis but that he has been
